were protected to a considerably 
greater extent. 


Immu nisation programs in city 
and cou nty schools will begin with 
Bloomingbu rg and Marion Tu es­ 
day. according to Dr. Savage. He 
pointed ou t that most children are 
ru nt- immu nized in the school, and 
since 
this is so, 
a case of 
the 
disease in the schools today does 
not cau se as mu ch anxiety as it 
wou ld have before the first school 
immu nization was condu cted. 
The Health D epartm ent began 
a widespread school immu nization 
program u nder Dr. Brent A. Welch 
in 1946. 


In regard to Hie school program, 
the Board of Health 
says: “ You 
shou ld take you r child to you r 
family physician for this (diphthe­ 
ria, 
smallpox, 
and 
whooping 
cou gh) protection, lf this is not 
possible, you r child may receive 
same at school in which event, we 
shall ask that you sign a card or 
card! and 
retu rn them 
to the 
leacher. If it has been more than 
two yea is since you r child had 
diphtheria toxoid we su ggest that 
a booster dose of toxoid be given.” 
The school program consists of 
three shots three weeks apart for 
each child who requ ires immu ni­ 
zation.

In that field, at least, they’ve 
been able to work together for 
the good of the country. 
So, with foreign affairs out of 
the argument, the big issue in the 
campaign is what happens here 
a: home in the next four years. 
In short, do you think the com - . 
try will be better under the Re­ 
publicans or the Democrats? 
So far Mr. Truman has made 
few promises. He's spent most of 
his time denouncing the Repub­ 
licans, 
He 
has 
promised 
the 
west, 
though, that if elected he'll try to 
make the western acres a lot more 
fertile by having the government 
steer water through them. 
But the Democratic party plat­ 
form, on which he is running, has 
made a number of promises. 
Governor Dewey has said quite 
a bit about bringing down prices 
and cutting government spending 
and taxes. 
But Dewey very carefully put 
a big “ if” in his promises as you 
can see from what he said in 
New Mexico last week: 
“ America’s No. I domestic prob­ 
lem is world peace. We can o n l y 
master the question of swollen 
prices, debts and taxes in a world 
at peace.” 
As an example of how Russia 
puts the big “ if” in there, 
take 
this: 
Right now, because we're try­ 
ing to build up our defenses, we’re 
.spending $15,000,000,000 a year on 
the armed forces. 
But Russia is getting more ugly 
every day around Berlin, lf she 
gets tougher and throws a little 
more weight around Europe, we’ll 
probably have to spend more than 
$15,000,000,000 a year on the arm­ 
ed forces. 
Now take the countries of west­ 
ern Europe. W e’re helping them 
through the Marshall Plan for two 
reasons, among others: 
1. To help them get straighten- 
# ed out after the war. 
2. To help them get prosperous 
so they won’t collapse, for if they 
do, the 
Communists 
may 
take 
over. 
This year we’re spending $5,- 
300.000,000 on the Marshall Plan. 
Next year we expect 
to 
spend 
more billions,

There was a time when Mr. Truman had 
the sympathy, if not always the ardent sup­ 
port cf many unbiased people.

It was 
recognized by many that he was assuming 
a very difficult position in falling heir to 
many New Deal policies and acts which in 
time were bound to show up badly as fun­ 
damental government practices.
